The  Child  Welfare  Centre  is  still  very  much  appreciated,  the 
attendance  is  excellent,  the  work  and  the  interest  that  the  ladies  take 

in  it  makes  it  a  success,  and  I  am  sure  the  children  will  greatly  benefit 

by  the  help  and  advice  that  is  given. 

I  am  sure  we  are  all  sorry  in  losing  the  services  of  Mr.  Jones, 
who  resigned  during  the  year,  after  having  served  as  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  Borough  Surveyor  for  over  19  years,  during  which  time  he  proved 
himself  to  be  a  most  efficient,  painstaking  and  conscientious  officer, 
and  at  the  same  time  we  give  a  most  hearty  welcome  to  Mr.  Ellison, 
his  successor. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  I  again  thank  you  for  your  great  help 
in  all  things  which  tend  to  improve  the  health  of  the  town.

The  Area  of  the  Borough  is  2,409  acres. 

The  Population  in  1921  (Census)  was  14,315. 

The  Estimated  Population  for  1925  was  14,080. 

The  Rateable  Valute  for  General  District  Purposes  was  £77,322 
15S.  Qd.,  and  for  Poor  Rate  Purposes  £81,815. 

The  Borough  is  divided  into  Six  Wards. 

Topography. — The  District  is  roughly  pear  shaped,  the  stem 
end  being  West,  and  the  broad  end  East.  It  is  bounded  on  the  North 
by  the  Urban  Districts  of  Calverley  and  Farsley,  and  the  City  of  Leeds; 
on  the  East  by  Leeds;  on  the  South  by  Leeds  and  the  City  of  Bradford; 
on  the  West  by  the  City  of  Bradford. 

Altitude. — The  height  above  the  sea  level  varies  from  225  feet 
at  Hough  Side,  to  625  feet  at  Greentop. 

Geology. — Coarse  grained  gritty  sandstone  with  beds  of  shale 
limestone,  and  coal.  The  subsoil  consists  of  clay,  clayey  loam,  and 

shale.

BfrthS. — The  number  registered  in  the  district  was  195,  to  which 
must  be  added  12  which  occurred  in  Maternity  Homes,  and  elsewhere, 
making  a  total  of  207  births.  This  gives  a  Birth-rate  of  14.7  per  1000. 
Males  1 14,  Females  93;  of  which  7  were  illegitimate — -Males  4, 
Females  3. 

Deaths. — (1)  The  gross  Deaths,  i.e .,  total  actually  occurring  in  the 
district  without  corrections,  163. 

(2)  The  net  Deaths  (on  which  the  rates  are  calculated)  were 
208 — Males  100,  Females  108;  of  which  4  were  transferred  to  other 
districts,  and  49  from  other  districts  were  transferred  to  us.  This 
gives  a  Death-rate  of  14.7  per  1,000.

Infantile  Mortality. — There  were  19  Deaths  under  one  year  of 
age,  giving  an  Infantile  Death-rate  of  91.7  per  1,000  births  registered, 
compared  with  59.4  last  year.  Of  the  19  deaths,  7  occurred  under 
one  month,  3  being  prematurely  born ;  Congenital  Syphilis,  1  ; 
Laryngismus  Stridulus,  1  ;  Scalds,  1  ;  Impetigo,  1.  The  others  were 
due  to  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  (7),  Diarrhoea  (2),  Debility  from 
Bii-th  (3).
